HY  IS  FINANCIAL  AID  SUCH  A 

critical  topic  today?  Because 

college  choice  by  parents  and 

students  is  increasingly  based  on  price  rather  than  quality 

and  suitability,  as  tuition  increases  outstrip  the  ability  of 

Americans  to  pay  for  education. 

Federal  and  state  aid  once  served  as  a  constant  and  major  subsidy 
for  students,  but  in  recent  years  it  has  steadily  declined.  Institutions 
have  had  to  make  up  some  of  the  loss  through  scholarships  and  tuition 
discounting.  And,  still,  students  and  their  families  are  being  asked  to 
come  up  with  more  and  more  dollars  to  make  up  the  difference. 

With  annual  fees  at  private  institutions  in  New  England  ranging 
from  $15,000  to  $25,000  per  student,  the  vast  majority  of  middle-income 
families  are  finding  such  an  education  too  hard  to  finance  on  their  own. 
And  so,  in  rising  numbers,  families  and  students  turn  to  the  institutions 
for  help  through  financial  aid  —  and  make  their  choice  on  the  basis  of 
the  best  aid  package.  Alternatively,  more  and  more  choose  the  less 
costly  state  and  community  colleges. 

To  remain  competitive  in  this  "buyer's  market,"  private  colleges 
like  Lasell  increasingly  must  utilize  earnings  from  endowment  to 
subsidize  institutional  financial  aid  for  students. 

In  the  past  five  years,  Lasell's  average  award  has  gone  up 
dramatically.  Despite  reasonable  annual  increases  in  fees  to  keep  up 
with  increases  in  salaries,  expansion  of  programs,  technologies  to 
support  those  programs,  and  maintenance  of  the  physical  plant,  we  find 
that  a  greater  percentage  of  tuition  and  fees  needs  to  be  offset  by 
institutional  aid  (a  form  of  discounting)  because  students  simply  have 
no  other  resources.  Of  course,  all  colleges  look  for  the  student  who  can 
be  a  full  paying  customer.  But  the  reality  is  that,  on  average,  75  percent 
of  the  students  at  colleges  like  Lasell  receive  some  form  of  financial  aid. 

Even  when  they  qualify  for  and  obtain  aid,  many  of  our 
baccalaureate  students  find  themselves  saddled  with  a  significant 
amount  of  debt  when  they  graduate  —  debt  that  in  some  cases  can  be  as 
high  as  $15,000. 

At  Lasell,  the  sense  of  dismay  over  strapping  a  student  with  such 
debt  is  only  balanced  by  the  knowledge  that  our  quality  programs 
provide  real  opportunities  for  our  graduates  to  obtain  good  jobs.  A 
survey  of  1992  Lasell  graduates  indicated  that  97  percent  of  our 
students  either  went  on  to  further  education  or  directly  into  a  job  — 
many  into  superb  jobs.  Prospects  for  liberal  arts  graduates  who  also 
carry  large  debt  are  not  as  strong  in  an  economy  that  demands 
marketable  skills. 

Financial  aid  is  also  an  awesome  burden  for  colleges.  The  more  aid 
a  college  disburses,  the  less  money  there  is  to  contribute  to  the 
institution's  bottom  line.  On  a  yearly  basis,  colleges  are  spending  more 
and  getting  less  as  they  fund  themselves  into  debt. 

At  Lasell,  we  depend  on  and  are  grateful  to  our  alumnae  who  help 
make  up  the  difference.  Through  their  annual  financial  support,  Lasell 
graduates  are  clearly  demonstrating  their  appreciation  for  the 
institution;  and  they  are  responding  in  record  numbers  and  with  record 
amounts.  And  yet,  those  dollars  only  begin  to  narrow  the  gap. 

Many  of  the  prestigious  institutions  with  which  we  now  compete 
have  huge  endowments  whose  income  can  be  spent  on  aid.  An 
institution  with  an  endowment  of  $50  million  and  a  5  percent  spending 
policy  can  apply  $2,500,000  to  help  students  pay  their  bills.  Our  $4 
million  endowment  allows  us  to  spend  only  $200,000.  Clearly,  that 
financial  constraint  places  Lasell  at  a  competitive  disadvantage. 

Increasing  our  endowment,  therefore,  has  to  become  a  high  priority 
if  we  are  to  offer  the  unique  advantages  of  a  Lasell  education.  Through 
the  kindness  and  support  of  those  who  benefitted  from  Lasell  in  the 
past,  our  college  can  ensure  its  mission  and  its  future.  With  your 
combined  help,  students  seeking  quality  higher  education  today  will  be 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  Lasell  education.

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TAX-WISE  GIFT  PLANNING 
TIPS  FROM  LASELL 

In  August  1993,  Congress 
passed  a  new  Tax  Act.  The 
bad  news  is  that  higher  tax 
rates  are  back  —  retroactive  to 
January  1, 1993.  However, 
there  is  some  good  news,  too: 

•  The  new  highest  federal 
income  tax  rate  is  now  39.6%, 
but  that  translates  into  a  tax 
savings  of  nearly  40  cents  on 
each  deductible  dollar  that  you 
give  to  Lasell  College. 

•  A  change  in  the 
Alternative  Minimum  Tax 
(AMT)  removed  charitable  gifts 
of  appreciated  property  (such 
as  Penny  Ogrinz's  gift  of  stc 
from  the  list  of  "preference 
subject  to  the  AMT. 

•  Retirees  feeling  the  nev 
tax  bite  taken  from  their ! 
Security  payments  may  benefit 
from  establishing  a  Lasell  Gift 
Annuity.  Your  spendable 
income  will  probably  increase, 
but  your  "Adjusted  Gross 
Income"  will  likely  decrease  for 
tax  purposes  because  a  portion 
of  annuity  payments  is  non- 
taxable.

Dorothy  was  graduated  from  Lasell 
College  in  1924  with  a  concentration  in 
Home  Economics.  A  dedicated 
alumna,  she  founded  the  Boston  North 
Shore  Lasell  Club  and  also  served  as 
Class  Agent.  Dorothy  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Lasell  College  Heritage 
Society  through  a  gift  in  trust.  She 
directed  her  generous  gift  to  endow  a 
scholarship  in  her  name  upon  her 
death  in  1991. 

Sarah  Wild  Gordon  '21

Last  spring,  "Casey,"  as  she 
is  known  to  her  Lasell 
friends,  deeded  her  historic 
New  Hampshire  house  to 
Lasell,  while  retaining  the 
right  to  continue  to  live  in  it.

In  the  '80s,  it  housed  the  Women's  Center  for 
Continuing  Education.  Today,  it  is  again  used  as  a  residence  by  the  College 
The  house  is  next  door  to  Gardner  House,  where  both  Julia  and  her  sister, 
Harriette  Case  Bidwell  '22,  lived  when  they  were  students.  *

Because  of  the 
nature  of  gift  annuities,  a  portion  of 
Penny's  pay-ments  is  considered 
tax-free,  further  boosting  her 
effective  rate  of  return. 

Penny  made  a  smart  investment, 
but  she  also  made  a  generous 
gift.  Consequently,  she  is 
looking  forward  to  taking  a 
significant  charitable  income  tax 
deduction  on  her  1993  tax  bill. 
Given  the  retroactive  nature  of 
the  1993  Tax  Act,  her  charitable 
deduction  may  prove 
particularly  useful. 

Best  of  all,  Penny  has  been 
able  to  fulfill  both  her  financial 
and  her  philanthropic  goals  in 
one  simple  gift  plan.  Penny's 
generous  gift  will  help 
strengthen  the  College  for  future 
generations  of  young  women  and 
serves  as  a  model  for  her  sister 
alumnae.  *•-

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Lasell  Program 
Helps  Urban  Girls 
Win  Battle  Against 
Math/Science 
Anxiety 

"T 

A'm  learning  a  lot  about 
science,  bones,  and  math,"  says 
10-year-old  Astryd  Benzan,  excitedly. 
The  animated  fifth  grader  is  one  of 
30  African- American  and  Latina 
girls  from  Mother  Caroline  Academy, 
in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  who 
is  benefiting  from  a  unique 
math/science  tutoring  program 
offered  by  Lasell  faculty  and  students 
at  the  school  and  on  the  Lasell  College 

campus. 

Mother  Caroline  Academy,  an  indepen- 
dent urban  middle  school,  is  dedicated  to 
educating  girls  who  are  intellectually  talented 
but  who  might  otherwise  fall  through  the 
cracks  of  the  educational  and  societal  system. 

Each  Thursday  at  the  Dorchester  site, 
Lasell  juniors  and  seniors  work  with  Mother 
Caroline  girls  to  develop  fluency  in  subjects 
that  range  from  math  and  geography  to  sci- 
ence and  history.  The  program  also  weaves 
in  mentally  engaging  board  game  battles  of 
chess  to  help  the  youngsters  hone  their  ana- 
lytical thinking  in  a  playful  way. 

A  highlight  of  Lasell's  newly  implement- 
ed, ongoing  tutoring  program  is  the  monthly 
visit  the  30  Mother  Caroline  youngsters  make 
to  Lasell's  campus.  At  Wass  Hall,  led  by  fac- 
ulty including  assistant  professor  of  mathe- 
matics Malini  Pillai  (see  related  story  on  this 
page),  the  youngsters  engage  in  stimulating, 
interactive  lab  classes  that  focus  on  the  won- 
ders of  math  and  science. 

The  experiences  give  them  the  chance  to 
enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  problem-solving  in 
the  grown-up  atmosphere  of  college. 

"I'm  really  having  fun,"  Astryd  says 
earnestly,  surrounded  by  beakers  and  test 
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"Our  aim  is  to  debunk  the  pervasive 
belief  that  girls  cannot  do  as  well  as  boys  in 

math  and  science.  We  do  it  by  having 

Lasell  students  provide  these  10-year-olds 

with  special  attention,  encouragement,  and 

leadership  by  example/'

Profile:  Malini  Pillai 

TEACHING 
TO  PROMOTE 
EDUCATION  AS 
ITS  OWN 
REWARD 

1 V JL  alini  Pillai  is 
a  devoted  teacher 
who  brings  to  her 
classroom  a  serene, 
Hindu  sensibility. 

But  her  gentle  demeanor  camouflages  a  fierce 
commitment  to  teaching  —  and  to  instilling  in 
students  a  genuine  joy  of  learning  and  satis- 
faction in  their  accomplishments. 

"In  my  culture,  education  is  valued,"  Professor 
Pillai  says  in  the  musical  accent  that  identifies  her 
Indian  heritage.  "From  the  day  you  are  born,  you 
are  taught  to  work  up  to  your  full  potential  and  to 
always  do  your  best  with  an  emphasis  on  responsi- 
bility to  one's  self,  family,  and  to  society.  In  India, 
education  is  its  own  reward.  It  is  looked  upon  as  far 
more  than  a  means  to  attaining  a  better  job  at  a  bet- 
ter salary." 

Born  and  raised  in  Bangalore,  India,  the  assistant 
professor  of  mathematics  and  her  family  recently 
returned  from  a  summer  in  India,  where  Professor 
Pillai  canvassed  private  colleges  as  part  of  a  multi- 
cultural research  study  on  women  and  math  anxiety 
which  she  is  developing  with  assistant  professor 
Joanna  Kosakowski,  a  colleague  in  Lasell's  math 
department. 

"In  India,  lots  of  women  get  involved  in  profes- 
sions that  require  fluency  in  mathematics.  It  is  not 
considered  a  predominantly  male  discipline."  She 
herself  earned  a  master's  degree  in  mathematics  at 
the  age  of  19,  before  coming  to  the  United  States  on 
full  fellowship  to  obtain  a  graduate  degree  in 
applied  mathematics  from  Brown  University.  She 
also  has  completed  all  but  her  dissertation  for  a  doc- 
torate in  applied  mathematics  from  Boston 
University.  Her  pursuit  of  a  terminal  degree,  inter- 
rupted to  raise  her  family,  will  be  revived  this  sum- 
mer, she  says. 

In  addition  to  her  academic  credentials,  Pillai  has 
earned  a  reputation  as  one  of  the  most  popular  and 
effective  teachers  on  the  Lasell  campus,  according  to 
those  who  have  been  empowered  by  her  patient, 
determined  teaching  skills. 

In  a  classroom  filled  with  Americans  weaned  on 
the  fast-paced  multi-media  assaults  of  MTV  and  its 
derivatives,  Malini  Pillai  brings  a  mystical  appeal  to 
the  art  and  craft  of  analytical  reasoning.  Through 
her  guidance,  students  learn  with  certainty  that  with 
deliberation  and  attention,  mastery  over  the  puzzle- 
ments of  algebra  and  geometry  can  be  theirs. 

"I  think  it's  the  way  she  stands  out  from  the  mad 
rush  of  our  daily  lives  —  the  fact  that  culturally  she 
represents  values  that  have  stood  the  test  of  cen- 
turies —  that  contributes  to  the  respect  students 
have  for  her,"  says  one  colleague. 

Professor  Pillai  suggests  that  it  is  mutual  respect, 
established  between  students  and  teacher,  that 
builds  bridges  of  concentration  and  opens  minds  to 
the  possibilities  of  learning. 

"The  secret  to  good  teaching,"  she  says  softly,  "is 
to  instill  a  discipline  for  learning  and  a  sense  of 
respect  that  is  earned  and  shared  by  both  the  teacher 
and  the  student.  You  need  to  know  your  subject  and 
you  need  to  get  along  with  people."  Hanging  on  the 
walls  and  bulletin  board  of  her  office  are  handwrit- 
ten cards  and  letters  from  grateful  students  who 
have  been  emboldened  into  mathematical  compe- 
tence by  the  gentle  teachings  of  Malini  Pillai.  The

Adler,  a  certified  career  counselor 
who  develops  and  implements  the  coun- 
seling program  for  students  in  grades  9 
through  12  at  Fontbonne  Academy  in 
Milton,  Massachusetts,  devoted  the  full 
1992-93  academic  year  to  surveying 
women's  colleges  throughout  the  nation. 
The  result  of  her  interviews  and  data  is  a 
compendium  of  76  out  of  the  83  remain- 
ing women's  colleges  —  the  first  such 
guide  to  be  published. 

"For  the  past  10  years,  I  found  that 
accurate  and  complete  information 
about  women's  colleges  was  not  readily 
available.  Our  goal  was  to  write  a  factu- 
al narrative  guide." 

As  Adler  says  in  the  book's  intro- 
duction, which  serves  as  a  brief  history 
of  women's  colleges  in  the  U.S.,  "Each 
college  is  unique,  but  all  share  the  com- 
mon bond  of  being  the  only  institutions 
in  all  of  higher  education  in  which 
women  are  the  first  priority."  **• 
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Two-Year  Nursing 
Program  Is 
Reinstated  at  Lasell 

JLt's  back!  Lasell  College's 
two-year  nursing  program  is 
reemerging  after  a  six-year  hia- 
tus, according  to  Lyn  Hitzig, 
R.N.,  Ed.D.,  the  program's  new 
director. 

Lasell's  associate  degree  in 
nursing  is  being  reinstated  at  a  time 
when  area  programs  are  experienc- 
ing maximal  enrollments  and  siz- 
able waiting  lists.  "This  is  not  a 
new  program,"  Hitzig  emphasizes. 
"We  are  reopening  a  program  that 
served  its  constituents  very  well. 
We  will  be  offering  everything  that 
originally  made  the  program  note- 
worthy, but  with  an  eye  toward 
making  it  contemporary  and  wholly 
responsive  to  what  is  happening  in 
the  mainstream  of  nursing  today." 
The  program's  curriculum  will  sup- 
port some  of  the  emerging  health 
care  initiatives,  including  an 
emphasis  on  delivering  primary 
health  care  in  community-based  set- 
tings, as  well  as  a  focus  on  health 
promotion  and  disease  prevention. 

"We  expect  to  welcome  30 
freshmen  to  our  inaugural  class  in 
September  1994,"  says  Hitzig.  The 
program  has  already  received  initial 
approval  from  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing 
(BORN).  Graduates  of  BORN- 
approved  schools  of  nursing  are  eli- 
gible, upon  graduation,  to  sit  for 
their  professional  licensure  exami- 
nations. Lasell  will  seek  accredita- 
tion from  the  National  League  of 


Nursing  (NLN)  after  the  graduation 
of  the  College's  first  class  in  1996. 
The  NLN  accreditation  will  be 
retroactive  to  all  students  who  have 
graduated  within  18  months  of  the 
date  that  the  College  receives 
accreditation. 

Hitzig  recalls  that  the  Nursing 
program  at  Lasell,  originally 
established  in  1954,  is  one  of  the 
oldest  associate  degree  nursing 
programs  in  New  England. 
"Before  the  College  elected  to 
discontinue  its  program  in  1988  due 
to  declining  interest,  nursing  at 
Lasell  enjoyed  a  reputation  as  one 
of  the  Commonwealth's  leading 
programs." 

The  College  is  committed  to 
seeing  the  program  expand,  eventu- 
ally, into  a  four-year  baccalaureate 
program.  According  to  Hitzig, 
Lasell  plans  to  expand  the  associate 
nursing  program  with  a  flexible, 
two-plus-two  component  once  the 
class  of  1996  graduates. 

"While  the  two-year  program 
provides  an  intensive  course  load 
that  is  designed  to  prepare  gradu- 
ates for  the  full  array  of  entry-level 
nursing  responsibilities,  the  four- 
year  program  will  offer  wider 
opportunities  with  more  intensive 
liberal  arts  and  a  broader  focus  on 
specialty  areas  in  nursing  including 
community  health,  as  well  as  func- 
tional areas  in  nursing  such  as  lead- 
ership and  management." 

A  native  of  New  Jersey,  Lyn 
Hitzig  established  an  impressive 
nursing  career  in  the  clinical  area, 
working  in  medical/surgical  and 
intensive  care  nursing,  as  well  as  in 
fields  of  nursing  management,  edu- 
cation, and  administration.  Hitzig 
has  served  as  director  of  the 
Nursing  Education  program  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  in 
Worcester  and  at  Brown  University. 
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resonate  with  the  respect  and 
appreciation  students  feel  for  their 
mathematical  guru. 

"I  have  had  Mrs.  Pillai  for  three 
semesters  because  I  love  her  teach- 
ing abilities,"  says  one  student  in 
her  evaluation.  "She  challenges  us 
to  think!"  boasts  another.  "I  never 
thought  I  would  be  able  to  take  pre- 
calculus  and  get  A's  and  B's," 
writes  another  student.  "She 
encouraged  me  to  be  confident  in 
my  math  abilities,"  is  the  handwritten  evaluation  of  another. 

Demonstrating  her  interest  in  the  development  of  her  students  is  a 
key  element  in  her  approach,  says  the  professor.  "I  tell  my  students  that 
I  will  work  hard  to  help  them  succeed  in  my  classes,  but  I  require  their 
full  attention;  their  complete  concentration. 

"Math  is  the  sharpest  tool  of  rational  thought,"  she  says.  "It  is  a 
cornerstone  of  critical  thinking  that  hones  the  brain.  The  satisfaction  in 
it  is  discovering  that  for  every  problem  there  is  a  solution."    *•- 


Physical  Therapist 
Assistant  Program  Wins 
Eight-Year  Accreditation 

JL  TA  is  a  burgeoning 
career  field,"  says  Lisa  Harris, 
M.Ed.,  assistant  professor  and 
director  of  Lasell's  Physical 
Therapist  Assistant  program. 
"Health  care  reform  will  create 
an  increased  reliance  on  allied 
health  professions  like  PTA," 
adds  Harris,  who  quotes  the  latest 
national  projections,  which  esti- 
mate an  80  percent  increase  in 
demand  for  PTAs  during  the  next 
decade. 

Lasell  College's  acclaimed  two- 
year  Physical  Therapist  Assistant 
Program  (PTA)  recently  received  reac- 
creditation  from  the  Commission  on 
Accreditation  of  Physical  Therapist 
Education. 

"We  are  delighted  that  the 
Commission  elected  to  grant  eight  years 
of  accreditation  rather  than  five,"  says 
Harris.  A  tribute  to  the  excellence  of 
Lasell's  PTA  program  is  the  100  percent 
pass  rate  of  those  taking  the  PTA  licens- 
ing exam.  "Our  graduates  also  received 
the  highest  scores  of  all  graduates  tak- 
ing the  exam  in  Massachusetts,"  adds 
Harris. 

"Our  graduates  are  known  within 
the  PTA  community  as  excellent  clini- 
cians. They  are  sought  after  by  all  the 
major  Boston  hospitals,  including 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
Boston's  Children's  Hospital,  Beth 
Israel,  and  Spaulding  Rehabilitation 
Center,"  Harris  reports. 

In  September,  44  students  were 
enrolled,  with  12  additional  beginning 
in  January,  making  the  PTA  program 
at  Lasell  one  of  the  largest  in  New 
England. 

Lasell's  PTA  track  also  has  the 
benefit  of  a  flexible  "plus  two"  pro- 
gram designed  to  allow  PTA  gradu- 
ates and  those  with  associate  degrees 
in  liberal  arts  or  the  allied  health  pro- 
fessions to  enroll  in  a  bachelor  of  sci- 
ence program  in  exercise  physiology. 
The  structure  enables  those  who  work 
and  study  to  earn  their  degree  in  two- 
and-a-half  years. 

"Exercise  physiology  is  a  profes- 
sion that  provides  graduates  in  the 
field  with  a  number  of  exciting 
options.  The  degree  opens  career 
avenues  in  administrative  and  direct 
care  in  hospitals,  rehabilitation  cen- 
ters, and  the  corporate  fitness  field, 
and  also  prepares  students  to  enter 
into  future  graduate  education,"

WOMEN'S  ATTITUDES 

TOWARD  AGING  STUDIED  AT  LASELL 

So  you're  having  another  birthday? 

How  old  are  you  now?  30?  40?  50?  60? 

Okay.  You  don't  have  to  tell  me! 

Just  bang  your  cane  on  the  rocker  when  I  get  close! 

Happy  birthday! 


"That  was  the  verse  on  a  greet- 
ing card  I  found  taped  to  my  office 
door  the  day  of  my  birthday,  last 
winter,"  recalls  Paula  Panchuck, 
associate  professor  and  director  of 
the  Early  Childhood  and 
Elementary  Education  program 
at  Lasell  College. 

In  addition  to  the  card, 
Professor  Panchuck  found  a  beau- 
tifully wrapped  birthday  gift  on 
her  desk.  Inside  was  a  new  coffee 
mug  which  pictured  a  scowling, 
gray-haired  woman  who  threatened: 
"Guess  my  age  and  win  a  fat  lip!" 

"I  certainly  appreciate  the 
thoughtfulness  of  my  colleagues," 
smiles  Panchuck.  But  the  mug 
and  the  card  had  value  far  beyond 
the  obvious.  For  Panchuck  they 
represent  playful  but  negative  atti- 
tudes that  abound  around  issues 
of  aging  and,  as  such,  serve  as 
more  fodder  for  the  fires  of  her 
academic  research  into  attitudes 
toward  aging. 

Panchuck  is  currently  complet- 
ing her  dissertation  on  the  topic  of 
women  and  aging  for  her  Ph.D.  in 
Educational  Studies  at  Lesley 
College,  where  she  has  been  award- 
ed three  doctoral  fellowships  to 
partially  fund  both  her  research  and 
the  creation  of  a  slide  program  as  a 
teaching  tool. 

"I  made  immediate  plans  to 
include  the  mug  and  the  card  in  my 
ever-expanding  slide  program, 
which  will  be  presented  to  Lasell 
alumnae  during  Reunion  Weekend, 
June  4, 1994,"  says  Panchuck.  The 
slide  show  complements

Panchuck's  popular  workshop, 
"Aging:  Liking  the  Woman  You've 
Become,"  which  has  attracted  broad 
interest  and  enthusiasm  at  Lasell  at 
two  previous  Alumnae  College  and 
Reunion  events. 

In  today's  society,  aging  and  the 
attitudes  that  surround  it  inhabit 
virtually  all  areas  of  social  com- 
merce, Panchuck  has  found.  More 
often  than  not,  the  issues  are  dealt 


with  indirectly,  in  a  self-con- 
scious, deprecatory  manner. 

"Age  is  often  used  as  a  target 
for  jokes  and  poking  fun  at  our- 
selves and  others,"  she  says. 
"While  we  may  laugh  at  such 
humor,  research  tells  us  it  often 
reveals  basic  societal  attitudes 
about  aging.  Despite  the  accumula- 
tion of  new  information  about 
aging,  negative  stereotypes  and 
myths  still  continue  to  thrive, 
encouraged  by  advertising  and  the 
media  in  our  youth-oriented  society. 

"These  images  are  unflatter- 
ing to  both  genders,  but  they  tar- 
get women  most  often,"  Paula 
Panchuck  explains.  "Even  young 
children  are  exposed  to  very  nega- 
tive pictures  of  older  women  on 
television  and  in  the  literature  that 
we  share  with  them  —  from 
incompetent  old  women  who  live 
in  shoes,  to  helpless  grandmothers 
who  allow  themselves  to  be  eaten 
by  wolves,  to  a  parade  of  gray-haired 
spell-casters  and  wicked  witches  try- 
ing to  foil  pretty  young  maidens." 

While  no  single  negative 
image  may  paint  a  permanent  pic- 
ture, in  a  cumulative  fashion, 
from  adolescence  through  adult- 
hood, each  image  contributes  to 
shaping  general  attitudes  toward 
aging.  "Unfortunately,  negative 
images  of  aging  can  have  a 
twofold  effect.  Not  only  do  these 
images  influence  a  young  popula- 
tion's perceptions  about  aging, 
but  they  influence  an  older  popu- 
lation's perceptions  about  them- 
selves as  well." 

Based  on  many  interviews 
with  midlife  and  older  women 
who  differ  in  race,  income  level, 
sexual  orientation,  and  marital 
status,  Panchuck's  research  about 
life  after  forty  has  unearthed  the 
rich  potential  and  personal  fulfill- 
ment that  can  come  from  life 
beyond  that  "magic  age." 

"The  prospect  of  the  creation 
of  Lasell  Village,  the  unique  edu- 
cational retirement  community 
that  the  College  is  undertaking, 
will  provide  even  greater  oppor- 
tunities for  cross-generational 
communication,  learning,  and  col- 
laboration," says  Panchuck.    **■

National  Accreditation 


Lasell  College's  Child  Study  Centers  recently  received 

accreditation  from  the  National  Academy  of  Early  Childhood 
Programs  (NAECP). 

The  Academy  recognizes  outstanding  early  childhood  programs 
which  meet  national  standards  of  quality.  NAECP  is  sponsored  by  the 
National  Association  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children,  the  nation's 
oldest  and  largest  association  of  early  childhood  professionals.  The 
Lasell  Child  Study  Centers,  known  as  Rockwell  nursery  school  and  the 
Barn  day-care  center,  are  located  on  the  campus  of  Lasell  College  and 
serve  children  from  ages  three  months  to  five  years. 

"To  become  accredited,  the  Lasell  Child  Study  Centers  had  to  meet 
a  variety  of  strict  criteria  related  to  providing  a  developmentally 
appropriate  program  for  young  children,"  said  Shirley  Vara  Gallerani 
'53,  director  of  the  Centers.  These  criteria  included  having  a  well  quali- 
fied and  trained  staff,  and  meeting  stringent  health  and  safety  stan- 
dards. In  addition,  the  program  must  provide  opportunities  for 
parental  involvement.    **-

LASELL  VILLAGE  UPDATE 

Plans  for 
Educational 
Retirement 
Community 
Move  Forward 

iasell  Village,  the  innovative 

educational  retirement  community 
that  the  College  plans  to  develop 
on  a  13-acre  site  adjacent  to  the 
campus,  is  moving  forward  with 
marketing  and  pre-construction 
planning. 

Activity  around  the  new  develop- 
ment is  continuing  despite  an  appeal 
filed  by  three  neighbors  asking  for  a 
reversal  of  a  favorable  Massachusetts 
Land  Court  decision  last  year,  which 
approved  plans  to  build  the  Village. 

According  to  Gretta  Arnold,  who  is 
the  marketing  coordinator  for  the  pro- 
ject and  the  executive  assistant  to  Lasell 
President  Thomas  E.  J.  de  Witt,  more 
than  600  individuals  have  asked  to  be 
added  to  the  Village  mailing  list. 

Those  respondents  were  recently 
invited  to  attend  the  Village's  first  open 
house,  which  provided  an  extensive 
tour  of  the  site  and  included  welcome 
addresses  by  Dr.  de  Witt,  Academic 
Dean  Dr.  Cathy  L.  Livingston,  and  a 
short  talk  by  Jim  Vershueren,  director  of 
the  Elderhostel  Institution  Network,  the 
largest  program  for  learning  in  later  life. 

A  recent  survey  of  potential  resi- 
dents of  Lasell  Village  reveals  that  near- 
ly 75  percent  of  all  respondents  hold 
bachelor's  degrees  and  fully  one-third 
of  them  have  earned  at  least  one  gradu- 
ate degree. 

"This  is  an  exceptionally  well-edu- 
cated group  for  a  generation  that  came 
of  age  before  and  during  World  War  II, 
when  college  attendance  was  far  less 
common  than  it  is  today,"  says  Arnold. 

Additionally,  respondents  were  sig- 
nificantly younger  on  average  than  peo- 
ple who  typically  express  interest  in  a 
continuing  care  retirement  community 
(CCRC).  Nationally,  the  average  age  of 
those  entering  a  CCRC  is  between  78 
and  79.  The  average  age  of  those  inter- 
ested in  Lasell  Village  is  71.  Based  on  a 
projected  completion  in  four  years,  the 
median  age  of  the  typical  Lasell  Villager 
will  be  75,  three  to  four  years  younger 
than  the  current  national  average. 

The  survey,  taken  last  fall,  drew  223 
responses  from  individuals  and  couples. 
More  than  90  percent  of  those  who 
responded  indicated  that  the  education 
program  is  important  to  them. 
Likewise,  90  percent  indicated  that  they 
were  not  on  waiting  lists  for  any  other 
CCRC. 

"Lasell  Village  seems  to  appeal  to 
people  who  are  not  interested  in  con- 
ventional lifecare  communities,"  says 
President  de  Witt,  one  of  the  Village's 
creators.  "These  folks  want  more  than 
leisure;  they  want  genuine  stimula-

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Students  Promote  AIDS  Education 
with  Campus  Activities 


LASELL  LINKS  WITH  NATIONAL 
PEDIATRIC  AIDS  PROGRAMS  TO 
CREATE  10-DAY  SUMMER  CAMP 
FOR  AFFECTED  KIDS 

JLiasell  College  students  are 
developing  powerful  ways  to  apply 
their  academic  learning  to  communi- 
ty issues  that  can  yield  positive 
effect.  While  some  choose  to  tutor 
urban  youngsters  coping  with  math 
and  science  anxiety,  and  others  par- 
ticipate in  programming 
for  the  disadvantaged  and 
disabled,  a  number  of 
Lasell  students  are  electing 
to  make  their  mark  by  get- 
ting involved  with  pedi- 
atric HIV  programirting. 

With  the  support  of  faculty 
from  across  the  curriculum,  stu- 
dents are  collaborating  with  med- 
ical and  psychosocial 
professionals  from  nationally 
known  teaching  hospitals,  includ- 
ing Children's  Hospital  and 
Boston  City  Hospital,  to  develop 
enriching  educational  experiences 
for  children  affected  by  AIDS. 

In  what  they  are  describing  as  the  ulti- 
mate example  of  the  College's  "connected 
learning"  concept,  which  blends  classroom 
learning  with  real  life  experience,  students 
are  making  plans  to  launch  Camp  Colors,  an 
innovative,  tuition-free,  two-week  day  camp 
that  will  serve  children  with  HIV/ AIDS,  their 
well  siblings,  and  their  families. 

Through  Lasell's  Center  for  Women  in 
Public  Service,  as  well  as  In  the  Best  Interests 
of  the  Children  (an  umbrella  organization 
that  works  with  hospital  and  community 
pediatric  AIDS  programs),  students  have 
pulled  together  faculty,  staff  and  profession- 
als from  the  medical  community  to  create

programming  designed  to  entertain,  educate 
and  enhance  the  quality  of  life  for  the  30  chil- 
dren who  will  attend  this  year's  10-day  camp. 

Camp  Colors  will  also  attract  medical 
and  psychosocial  providers  from  the  region's 
major  hospitals  and  health  centers  to  partici- 
pate in  workshops,  networking,  and  unique 
team-building  opportunities. 

"It's  a  wonderful  chance  for  the  entire 
campus  to  respond  in  a  positive  way,"  says 
Paula  Panchuck,  director  of  Lasell's  Early 
Childhood  and  Elementary  Education  depart- 
ment, who  enlisted  faculty  and  students  to 
help  her  design  the  camp's  multifaceted  program. 
Only  eight  full-time,  paid  counselor  posi- 
tions will  be  available  at  Camp  Colors.  Yet  22 
students  are  currently  attending  the  full 
semester,  non-credit  course  called  "HIV 

Counselor  Training,"  which 
is  a  prerequisite  for  coun- 
selor selection. 

.    The  class  attracts  lead- 
ing pediatric  AIDS 
providers  from  the  medical 
and  psychosocial  fields  who 
lecture  on  a  wide  range  of 
AIDS  related  issues,  includ- 
ing the  history  of  the  AIDS 
epidemic,  caregiving  and 
universal  precautions,  and 
coping  with  grief  and 
bereavement.  To  success- 
fully complete  the  course, 
each  student  must  earn  cer- 
tification in  CPR  and  First 
Aid;  demonstrate  compe- 
tency in  the  pathology  and 
physiology  of  HIV  infection 
in  children;  understand  the 
legal  and  ethical  issues  of  pediatric  HIV;  and 
have  a  knowledge  of  age-appropriate  activi- 
ties for  children  3  to  7. 

"For  us  it's  about  getting  a  handle  on  the 
epidemic  and  becoming  empowered  to  do 
something,  whether  we  are  chosen  for  coun- 
seling positions  or  not,"  says  Kristine  Bell,  a 
senior  in  business  administration  who  boasts 
that  she  hasn't  yet  missed  a  class.  "This  is 
more  than  do-goodism.  We're  getting  valu- 
able exposure  to  the  realities  of  life,  thanks  to 
the  connections  Lasell  affords  us."

DESPITE  GIANT  SNOW  STORM, 
STUDENT-DRIVEN  AIDS  TEACH-IN 
IS  A  SUCCESS 

XT  WAS,  BY  ALL  ACCOUNTS,  THE  BIGGEST  SNOW 

storm  in  a  decade.  More  than  a  foot  of  precipi- 
tation fell  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  February 
8  and  9, 1994.   Roads  were  impassable.  Visibility 
was  nil.  At  Lasell  that  Tuesday  evening,  the 
academic  dean  regretfully  posted  the  notice:  all 
classes  canceled.  The  campus  was  closed. 

For  the  10  students  who  spearheaded  the  second 
annual  AIDS  Awareness  Teach-in  at  Lasell,  the  storm 
was  a  crushing  disappointment.  They  had,  after  all, 
spent  weeks  lobbying  faculty  and  students  to  make  the 
event  an  all-campus  success.  They  had  even  enlisted 
the  faculty  to  add  AIDS  awareness  to  their  teaching  syl- 
labi across  the  curriculum. 

But  an  eleventh-hour  call  to  one  of  the  scheduled 
speakers,  Rev.  Kim  Crawford  Harvie,  turned  it  all 
around.  "AIDS  won't  wait  for  snow,"  she  said  calmly. 
As  the  senior  minister  of  the  Arlington  Street  Church 
whose  ministry  in  large  part  focuses  on  the  psychoso- 
cial aspects  of  AIDS,  she  knows  that  AIDS  education  is 
too  important  to  postpone.  "I'll  be  there  no  matter 
what,"  she  promised. 

Crawford  Harvie's  slogan  served  as  a  potent  mag- 
net for  the  students.  Burning  the  midnight  oil,  they 
handcrafted  hundreds  of  flyers  proclaiming  "AIDS 
Won't  Wait  for  Snow,"  and  distributed  them  through- 
out the  residence  halls. 

The  result  was  "inspirational,"  according  to 
Crawford  Harvie,  who  trudged  in  Wednesday  morning 
to  see  more  than  150  students  in  attendance  along  with 
all  of  the  other  scheduled  speakers. 

"Many  students  would  take  advantage  of  a  snow 
day  by  sleeping  late  and  watching  soap  operas,  but  our 
students  chose  to  attend,"  boasted  Kate  O'Connor, 
dean  of  enrollment  management.  The  theme  of  the 
day-long  program,  "What  Every  Woman  Needs  to 
Know,"  included  a  student-created  video,  "The  ABCs 
of  HIV,"  and  testimonials  of  people  living  with 
HIV/ AIDS. 

"Students  have  more  than  a  casual  concern  about 
the  growing  numbers  of  AIDS  cases,"  says  Andrea 
Kneeland,  a  junior  who  was  one  of  the  organizers  of 
the  second  annual  AIDS  Awareness  Teach-In  at  the 
College.  "The  number  of  AIDS  cases  is  taking  a  huge 
toll  among  our  generation,"  she  emphasizes,  "especial- 
ly among  women  of  childbearing  age.  Our  involve- 
ment —  our  interest  in  spreading  accurate  information 
about  how  AIDS  can  be  prevented  —  gives  us  the 
opportunity  perhaps  to  save  some  lives."  **•

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tubes,  as  she  completes  an  experi- 
ment to  determine  the  existence  of 
acids  and  gas.  Having  fun  while 
learning  is  precisely  the  point  of  the 
Lasell  program.  "We  demonstrate 
that  learning  can  be  an  enjoyable 
experience,"  says  Kerrissa  Heffernan, 
Ed.D.,  director  of  Lasell's  Center  for 
Women  in  Public  Service,  which 
sponsors  the  tutoring  program. 
"We're  helping  these  girls  build  self- 
esteem.  We  are  also  breaking  down 
their  anxieties  about  math  and  science 
—  anxieties  that  experts  attribute  to 
generations  of  gender  bias." 

Since  many  of  the  Lasell  tutors 
are  themselves  African- American  or 
Latina,  they  know  firsthand  about 
the  barriers  young  urban  girls  so 
often  face. 

"It's  hard  for  these  girls  to  live  in 


their  urban  communities  and  not  get 
down  about  things,"  says  Donna 
Gentles,  who  serves  as  a  tutor  in  the 
Lasell  program.  Gentles  speaks  from 
experience.  She  is  a  participant  in 
Lasell's  Parent  and  Child  Together 
(PACT)  program,  a  pioneering  effort 
designed  to  assist  single  mothers  and 
their  children  through  self-help  and 
education. 

"Our  job  is  to  encourage  them  — 
by  word  and  deed  —  to  take  the  word 
can't  out  of  their  vocabulary,  and  to 
keep  them  trying  to  achieve  their 
best."  As  good  as  it  is  for  the  girls, 
says  Gentles,  "it  serves  as  a  good 
reminder  for  us  as  well.  It's  also  satis- 
fying to  give  something  back  to  the 
community." 

"The  incentive  provided  by  posi- 
tive female  role  models  is  just  the 
encouragement  many  of  these  young 
girls  need  to  get  them  going," 
Heffernan  maintains.  "Our  collabora- 
tion with  Mother  Caroline  works  real- 


ly well  because  our  students  —  many 
of  whom  are  early  childhood  educa- 
tion majors  —  actually  apply  what 
they  are  learning  in  the  classroom  in 
a  real-life  setting  in  order  to  help 
others.  Lasell  students  are  carefully 
trained  —  and  graded  —  in  their 
development  of  necessary  skills  for 
their  off-campus  engagements  with 
Mother  Caroline  students. 

"The  partnership  between  Lasell 
and  Mother  Caroline  is  particularly 
gratifying  since  our  college  shares  the 
Academy's  commitment  to  women's 
education  and  women's  ways  of 
learning,"  says  Heffernan. 

The  Lasell  College  Math  and 
Tutoring  program,  which  has  attract- 
ed the  participation  of  19  students 
and  8  faculty,  is  supported  in  part  by 
grants  from  Polaroid  Foundation  and 
Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  as  well  as  many 
gifts  in  kind,  including  150  children's 
books  from  Houghton  Mifflin 
Company.    **•

"I  thirst, "  He 
cried,  and  they  cruelly  offered  Him  vinegar 
to  drink.  All  the  pain,  all  the  thirst,  all  the 
tears  and  suffering  in  the  world,  He  felt. 
We  know  your  heart  and  your  hurt. 

Carol:  Why  me?  1  asked,  from  a  tear- 
stained  face;  once  beautiful  inside  and  out; 
now  the  tumor  consumes  a  good  portion; 
all  puffy  and  ugly  red. 

God:  I  know.  I  remember  seeing  my  son's 
face  and  form;  so  beaten  and  bruised,  so 
marred  that  He  was  not  recognizable  as  a 
man  I  had  to  look  away  when  he  bore  all  the 
sins  of  all  mankind  in  His  body.  All 
suffering  began  because  of  sin  but  one  day, 
there  will  be  no  more  suffering  or  death,  no 
more  tears  to  stain  your  cheeks.  What  a 
glorious  day  that  will  be! 

You  are  still  beautiful  to  me.  The  path  I 
have  chosen  for  you  has  brought  you  forth 
as  gold.  And  all  the  while  you  were  in  the 
fire,  I  was  the  refiner,  sitting  by  the  large 
pot  of  suffering,  skimming  off  the  dross;  'till 
all  of  earth's  treasures  and  alures  were 
melted  and  poured  out  from  your  heart . . . 
now  there  remains  pure  gold;  fit  for  heaven. 

Carol:  Why  me?  I  asked,  when  all  around 
are  celebrating  birthdays  a-plenty.  Am  I 
stuck  at  49 —  and  probably  will  never  see 
50? 

God:  Let  them  have  their  birthdays,  along 
with  the  cares  and  sorrrows  of  this  world.  I 
have  chosen  the  best  for  you.  All  I  ask  is 
that  you  trust  me;  surrender  your  will  to 
me. .  say  it's  ok,  Lord,  Thy  will  be  done. 

As  for  your  question,  why  me?  The 
question  really  should  be,  why  not  me?  Is 
there  anything  in  you,  or  anyone,  that 
deserves  anything  from  a  righteous.  Holy 
God?  The  answer  is  no,  but  I  still  loved  you 
and  provided  a  way  for  you  to  be  with  me 
forever. 

Should  you  choose  this  earthy  veil  of  tears 
over  your  home  in  heaven  with  your 
beautiful  Saviour,  beholding  his  glory? 

Are  you,  the  clay,  going  to  say  to  the 
potter,  why  have  you  made  me  thus?  I 
knew  you  before  the  foundation  of  the  earth 
and  set  you  apart  for  my  blessing.  I  formed 
you  in  your  mother's  womb  and  wrote  the 
length  of  your  days  in  my  book.  I  choose  the 
path  for  you  to  take  that  fit  in  with  my  plan 
for  you,  your  family,  the  church  and  the 
world.  You  do  not  see  things  as  I  see  them; 
just  trust  me. 

Carol:  So,  here  I  am;  a  vessel  for  His  use.  It 
hath  pleased  Him  to  take  me  through  this 
valley. 

I  am  afraid,  Lord . .  but  He  will  never 
leave  me. 

I  shrink  from  it . .  as  Jesus  did  in  the 
garden;  but  He  goes  before  me  to  prepare  the 
way. 

Yes,  Lord,  Thy  will  be  done.  I  slip  my 
hand  in  His  and  rest  and  wait  for  the 
eternal  dawn  and  His  everlasting  arms  to 
take  me  home,  where  I  belong.
